A WHOLESOME INFLUENCE 
A K entucky law calls for the 
publication of a detailed state­ 
m ent of receipts and disburse­ 
m ents of certain public funds. 
This is a common requirem ent in 
most ¡jtates. The theory is th at 
publicity in such m atters is a 
safeguard and is clearly in the 
public interest. 
Every so often some public of­ 
ficial or agent has to be called to 
account for failure to comply w ith 
this requirem ent. This occurred 
in K entucky under the law in 
question, and resort was then had 
to the courts to compel com pli­ 
ance. In upholding the law the 
court said, to quote only one sen­ 
tence, “It has a bencficient p u r­ 
pose and. w hen w ell employed, 
no doubt has wholesome influ­ 
ence.” 
There w as a world of tru th in 
the reference to a “wholesome 
influence." 
The 
publication 
of 
such m atters in new spapers of 
general circulation, as the law 
generally provides, has a healthy 
effect on the public as w ell as 
upon its servants. It is necessary 
inform ation for the form er and 
an effective spur for the latter 
and thus pays double dividends.

JACK BREED'S FILMS. Be­ 
cause of a power failure, the 
Kodachrome movies taken by 
Jack Breed, scheduled 
to be 
shown last Saturday night, have 
been postponed to this coming 
Thursday night, January 2, at 8 
p.m. sun time, in the El Paseo 
Theatre. Mr. Breed, who resides 
in Tucson, was unable to come 
out personally as planned, since 
he was forced to leave on a pho­ 
tographic assignment to Sonora, 
Mexico. But he sent the reel of 
color film, taken on previous 
trips and this last summer with 
the Desert Museum director, to 
be shown in his absence. This 
film, entitled "Monument Val­ 
ley; Heart of the Navaholand", 
features such exciting scenes as 
flying over the monuments and 
the famed Totem Pole, catching 
loepard lizards, hiking io the top 
of an unexplored mesa by using 
cliff-dweller toe holds, the clas­ 
sical “Goosenecks of the San 
Juan” river in Utah, getting stuck 
in quicksand, a Navaho rug 
weaver at work, and a complete 
Navaho sand-painting, the first 
and only time this ceremony has 
ever been photographed in color. 
Jack Breed is well-known for 
his color stills, some of which 
appear regularly in the pictorial 
magazine Arizona Highways, in 
the Christmas issue of which 
alone he had no fewer than seven 
splendid plates. Mr. Breed prom­ 
ised by telephone that he would 
return to Palm Springs early in 
March to present his new movies 
of the Havasupai’s in the Grand 
Canyon and of the remote and 
wild Four Corners country, where 
Utah, Arizona, Colorado and New 
Mexico all touch. 
BATAAN FILM SCHEDULED. 
The next in the series of au­ 
thentic orientation war films, 
"Westward is Bataan,” will be 
shown this Friday evening, Janu­ 
ary 3, in the El Paseo Theatre 
at 8 p.m. (Sun Time). This ex­ 
cellent documentary film shows 
a portion of the great war waged 
in the South Pacific theatre. 


CAPTURED. Milton Knapp, en­ 
terprising young herpetologist, 
now working at the Thunderbird 
Ranch, recently brought in two 
more young chuckawallas, m ak­ 
ing a total of six now on exhi­ 
bition in the little "zoo” of the 
museum.
